Those who cherish any hope 
that Communist Russia might 
relinquish its hold on East Ger- 
many or any cxher country it 
has taken might consider the 
following facts as reported in 
The Wanderer, October 13, 1955. 

communist publication in 
East Berlin, The People and 
Knowledge, reports that it has 
issued 200 million copies of 
school books written from the 
communist point of view, and 
that it publishes 31 periodicals 
having a tota] circulation of 
98,500,000. East German students 
who distinguish themselves are 
given generous scholarships and 
admitted to advanced studies in 
Russian schools. At present there 
are about 1,000 East German 
boys and girls studying in Mos- 
cow under special grants. After 
five years of study and indoc- 
trination they are sent back to 
their homes to spread “Soviet 
culture” in East Germany as 
teachers, party cfficials, ec 
and in other positions of 
ship to insure full “thought con- 
trol” over the people. 

It is sheer wishful thinking to 
hope that Russia will relax her 
ETlp on any people she has 
seized. The best hope for the 
West is to make common cause 
with the imprisoned peoples back 
of the Iron Curtain, to let them 
know of our sympathy and desire 
to help them free themselves.

Sinator Lister Hill hailed 
passage last night by the Sen- 
ete of the TVA self-financing 
biu end the de eat of all ef- 
Its to crippie the bill anc 
kill TVA as “a magnificend 
victory for TVA, for the people 
of the Tennessee Vailey and 
for our nations! security.” 

Hill declared that the key 
victory in the Senate was the 
defeat of the Saltonstall a- 
mendmert which Hill — said 
would have placed the man- 
acement of TV4 in the hands 
of the Bureau of the Budget 
and would have given the se- 
cretary of the Treasury a veto 
power over the activities of 
TVA. “If we had not been able 
to defeat the Saltonstall a- 
mendment,” Hill said, “our TVA 
would have been destroyed.” 

The Senate voted to reject 
the amendment by the narrow 
margin of 46 to 37.

Marine From Elba 
In Mock Assault 


BARKING SANDS, KAUAI— 
T. H. Aug. 10, Marine MSgt. 
Wayland Taylor of Elba, Ala., 
landed on the rugged terrain 
of this Hawaiin Island early 
this morning as the 1st Marine 
Brigade launched Operation 
“Tradewinds”, a five day am- 
phibious sea assault employing 
the latest atomic age concepts 
of dispersal and surprise at- 
tack. 

The ground component of the 
Brigade, the 4th Marines met 
immediate resistance from 
Marine aggressor forces as they 
hit the beaches by amyhibious 
craft and landed atop 1,000 
foot cliffs by helicopter. The 
vertical enyelopment force was 
iaunched from the Navy’s first 
helicopter assault carrier, the 
USS Thetis Bay.
